Governor CLEVELAND approved the Tenement 
House Cigar bill, the bill creating the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, and that which virtually 
abolishes the contract system of prison labor. 
The Mechanics’ Lien bill, which he vetoed, was 
vetoed in the interest of workingmen, and for 
reasons entirely satisfactory to them. It in- 
cluded in its benefits any person or firm having 
claims upon those for whom work was done, 
and it practically destroyed the workmen's 
preference. It also repealed other lien laws of 
wider scope and more value to mechanics. 

So far his record was that of a Governor not 
afraid to show his sympathy for the working 
classes and to relieve them of any real griev- 
ance, and his veto of the Five-cent Fare bill, 
and of the Drivers’ and Conductors’ bill are the 
only acts supposed to have been dis- 
pleasing to the labor vote. But the truth 
is that the fare on the elevated 
railroads has always been five cents during the 
hours when they are used by the workingmen, 
and the proposition to make that the uniform 
rate at all hours wasin the interest of other 
classes. As to the Conductor's and Drivers’ bill, 
the reason he assigned for disapproving that 
was that it was class legislation benefiting no 
class, because in reducing the hours of work it 
did not prevent a corresponding reduction of 
wages, nor preclude special contracts for any 
number of hours. 

In short, there is no ground for the alleged 
opposition of New York's labor organizations to 
Governor CLEVELAND, nor for believing that 
any such opposition exists. The chief officer 
of their State association is at Chicago working 
for him, and the New York Times says: In no 
way has Governor CLEVELAND shown greater 
care and industry, or a more conscientious re- 
gard for all public interests, than in his treat- 
ment of legislation. If anybody has cause of 
complaint against him on this score it is not the 
workingman, but the political jobber who 
wastes the substance which is the fruit af the 
labor of the community. The opposition comes 
really from that class, and it is wonderful how 
little ground for it there is that can be present- 
ed in a shape to command respectable assent. It 
is the utter poverty of their resources in trying

HOSTILITY TO CLEVELAND, 


An Address from the Anti-Monopoly League 
to the Democratic Convention. 

The Executive Committee of the New York Anti- 
Monopoly League, of which John F. Henry is chair - 
man, has adopted the following addresa to the Dom ; 
ocratic National Convention to assemble in Chicago 
next week: 

“The Anti-Monopolists of the State of New York 
respectfully submit the following reasons why the 
candidate of the Democratie party for President 


should be free from corporate interests or afflilia- 


tions: 

“1. The party professes to represent the interests 
of the whole people—the many rather than the few 
—and to nominate a person known to be connected 
with or under the influence of monopoly interests 
would be equivalent to saying that there were no 
Democrats who were free from such interests. 

. Anti- monopoly sentiment in the State of New 
York in 1882 caused about 75,000 votersto transfer 
their votes from one side to the other (making a dif- 
ference of 150,000 in the result) and a large number 
of others to stay at home, resulting in the election of 
Grover Cleveland as Governor by 192,000 majority, 
Mr. Cleveland having broken his pledges to the Anti- 
Monopolists and shown his sympathy with monopoly 
interests by appointing a hostile majority on the 
Railroad Commission, by placing the canais in the 
hands of the favored contractor of the New York 
Central Railroad, by his veto of the Elevated Rail- 
road five-cent fare bill on constitutional grounds, 
which were opposed to the decisions of the highest 
courts, and in the fage of petitions asking him to ,re- 
fer any constitutional questions to the courts for de- 
cision; by vetoing the bill limiting the number of 
hours to twelve which horse-car drivers should be 
compelled to labor, as well as other acts of a similar 
nature, we respectfully but earnestly protest against 
his nomination to the highest office in the gift of his 


party. 

“We also protest against the nomination of any 
other person, either for President or Vice President, 
whose interests or sympathies are not in harmony 
with the principles and objects enunciated in the 
National Democratic platform, for experience has 
shown that unless candidates are personally in har- 
mony with the platform they invariably ignore it 
after election. The people of this country are not 
yet ready to admit that ‘platforms do not mean any- 
thing,’ and it will be a sad day for the country when 
this heartless and dishonest sentiment becomes 
true. If the great Democratic party will but show 
that it is true to the principles of its founders, that 
unlike its opponent it does not promote its most un- 
worthy and unscrupulous members on account of 
the moneyed interests behind them, that honor and 
patriotism are not discarded virtues, the people will 
again place it in power and intrust it with the desti- 
nies of this great nation.

SINGER'S DEATH. 


The Years of Poverty of the Million- 
aire Inventor's First Wife. 
From the New York Sun. 


Among the death notices in a morning news-

“SINGER—Entered into rest, Sunday, June 
22, after a painful and lingering illness, Cath- 
erine M. Singer, aged 60 years. 

“Funeral services Monday, June 23, at 3 
o'clock, at her late residence, 214 Schermerhorn 
street, Brooklyn. Interment in Greenwood.” 

Mrs. Singer was the first wife of the late Isaac 
Merritt Si , inventor of the Si sewing 

: . He died leaving $14,000,000, but Mrs. 
Singer’s name — S —— wel. 
A divorce obt y Mr. Singer -four 
years , and twenty-four years after they had 
ceased to live together, Mrs. Singer oh 
clared was obtained She continued 
all her life to call herself Mrs. Singer. While 
Mr. Singer was alive five women laid claim to 
him as husband, and twenty-four children were 

by him as his own. 

The first Mrs. Singer, whose funeral took 
— yesterday, was married to Mr. Singer in 

almyra, Wayne County, in this State, where 
he was employed asa mechanic. Her maiden 
name was Catherine N. Haley, and she went to 
Palmyra when achild with her parents from 
what was then known as Collaberg, now Croton 
Landing a station on the Hudson River 
in Westchester County. Mr. Singe known 
to have genius, but he was lazy, the young 
couple were very poor. They remained poor as 
long as they lived * From Palmyra 
they removed to Port Gibson, N. V., and after- 
ward to Waterloo,

ed his attentions. Mr. Singer returned to 
his first wife, but they quarreled and sepa- 
rated, Mrs. Sin taking the children. 
Singer brought Miss Sponsler to New York. 
After hearing his account of his marriage with 
his first wife, she —_—_ to live with him on 
his promise that a divorce was to be obtained. 
Then Mr. Singer, who played on the violin, and 
Miss Sponsler, who sang, traveled through the 
country picking up a precarious living playing 
at temperance entertainments in churches. 
While in Chicago he found that he could make 
more money by inventions, and he took out 
patents, first for a yeaper, and afterwards for a 
machine to carve type. In 1850 he invented 
improvements on the sewing machine, by 
which he afterward reaped his great fortune. 
He lived with Miss Sponsler at No. 14 Fifth 
avenue. Ten horses and six carriages were a 

of the establishment. Between 1837 and 
1857 Miss Sponsler bore ten children to him. To 
give the family an airing in the k, he had a 
gorgeous equipage built to hold twenty-five 
persons aud dragged by eight horses. 

Ten years after Singer took up his residence 
in New York in Fifth avenue he procured a de- 
cree’ of divorce fram his first wife. It has since 
been contended by her and by her friends that 
she did not know that a divorce proceeding was 
in danger of being carried to an issue until the 
news reached her that a decree had 
granted. Mrs. Singer had, she said, a legal 
paper served on her, but was afterward con- 
vinced thatthe divorce suit had been with- 
drawn and that the service of the document was 
of no effect. Mrs. Singer's friends say that she 
was too poor and too shrinking in disposition 
to recover her legal rights. 

Mr. Singer, after the decree was obtained, 
lived an irregular life. Six months after the 
divorce Miss Sponsler discovered that he had 
been living with Miss Marv Ann McGonigal as 
Mr.and Mrs Mathews, She quarreled with 
him, and he knocked her down, itis said, and 
left her senseless and bleeding in the hall of his 
Fifth avenue house. She had him arrested. 
He gave bonds, and soon afterward went to 
Europe for a year. Then it came out that he 
had been living also with Miss Mary E. Walter 
under the name of Mr. and Mrs. Merritt. Both 
Miss McGonigal and Miss Walter had children 
by him. Miss ney sued * divorce and 
Singer compromi 5 l er property. 
In 1863 he married Isabella’ ie enia — 
ville, whom he met in Paris. e built a castle 
on the Hudson, near Yonkers, but did not oc- 
cupy it long. With his wife he lived most of 
the time in Paris, When over 60 years old he 


near Torquay, a watering place in England. 
but he died in 1875 before it was completed. 

Mrs. Catherine M. Singer, with others, con- 
tested the will offered for probate before Sur- 
rogate Coffin in White Plains in September 
1875. Her son, William A. Singer, was namex 
for $500, and her daughter, Lillian C. Singer, 
for $10,000. The heirs named in the will com- 
promised with her by, ying her 360,000, She 
purchased a farm in Florida with some of the 
money and her son managed it. Not long ago 
she gave him the farm and he solg it. For 
many years Mrs. Singer has lived quietly with 
her daughter in Schermerhorn street. She 
died of cancer in the breast. Mrs. Singer was 
an attendant at Dr. Talmage’s churgh. The 
Rev. Mr. Pearsen, his assistant, conducted the 
funeral services.

Mowry “asked the awe 
to perform the marriage ceremony between him- 
se and an Indian girl who was with him. The 
squire doubted Mowry’s sincerity in the re- 


quest, but, being assured, ormed the cere- 
niony. He did not give Mowry a certificate. 
Some time after Charles Robb,the white husband 
of the Indian sister of Mowry’s wife, met the 
2 on the streets of Saginaw City. He 
asked for Mowry's marriage certificate. Being 
in a hurry, the Squire did not return to his 
office for a form, but tore a leaf from his mem- 
orandum book, and on that wrote the certifi- 
cate. For witnesses he wrote the names of two 
persons whom he remembered as having been 


present at the camp in the woods where 
the ceremon was peformed. 
Some time prior to this William Mowry 


had also taken to himself as wife an Indian 
woman. Both the Mowrys had presented to 
their wives love tokens and lived with them in 
their nomadic migrations. In 1851 both the 
Mowrys died. Their deaths occurred in the In- 
dian camp in the Michigan forests, and both 
were nursed by their Indian wives. Children 
had resulted from both unions. These widows, 
with their children, continued to live with their 
tribes after the deaths of their husbands. 
During this time the sisters of the Mowry 


— te had married and had presented 
heirs to their husbands. The news o 
the death of their brothers reached 
them, linked with the first information of 


their marriages. The n.arriages were believed 
to be untrue, and the two sisters being the next 
of kin, and believing themselves the only heirs, 
took possession of the dead brothers’ estate, 
Pittsburg became a great manufacturing center. 
Her boundaries stretched and circled the Mow- 
ry farm. Large sections were sold by the sis- 
ters; huge manufactories, among them the 
Keystone Bridge Works and the Leroy Fur- 
nace, were built on portions of the old estate. 
Whole biocks of dwellings and stores arose, and 
a large section became a portion of the Alleghe- 
ny Cemetery. The old farm was worth mill- 
ions of dollars. Some one learned of the Indian 
wives of the two boys, and of their title to this 
now valuable property. The heirs were found, 
and their title was thought to be one worthy of 
being tested in the courts. Mrs. Peter Mowry 
still survived. She having a life interest in 
the property, it was deemed best to await 
her death before beginning proceedings. 
In 1871 she died and in 1573 two ejectment pro- 
ceedings were commenced in the United States 
Courts here that caused the greatest comment. 
The plaintiffs were Bernard L. Muster for use 
of Cuba-y uit, the alleged Indian daughter 
of William Mowry, and O-gaw-barsh-Caio-mo- 
quay, widow of Jack Po-quaw-ke-ne-gaw, a 
son of Addison Mowry. The suits assaiiced the 
title of some of the most valuable manufactur- 
inz sites in the city and were directed against 
Eliza A. Darlington, heirs of Mrs. Peter Mow- 
ry, the Keystone Bridge Company, and the 
Lucy Furnace Company and others. In 1875 


the cases came to a trial here. It is not so lon 
ago that many will remember the —— 
court-room, she white-haired judge, the unlet- 
tered but shrewd backwoodsmen and the 
withered old squaws. 

The cases were on for a week and resulted in 
verdicts for the defendants. The case was ap- 
pealed to the United States Supreme Court, 
where the lower court was reversed and a new 
trial allowed. Justice Strong of the United 
States Supreme Court presided during the 
second trial and* again the jury, found 
for the defendants. That time it 
transpirod that the jury on the first ballot stood 
eight for the plaintiffs and four for the de- 
fendauts, but the verdict was reached after a 
long debate. After the first trial the defend- 
ants filed a bill in gee asking the court to re- 
strain the plaintiffs fron further litigation, 
claiming that the piaintiifs had agreed that the 
first trial should end the case. That equity pro- 
ceeding is still pending in court, while the mas- 
ter is taking testimony. In 1580 the plaintiffs 
in the original cases fileda bill to secure the 
dower interest in the estate. The court decreed 
against the plaintiffs and the case was appealed 
to the United Siates Supreme Court, where it 
is still pending. In all the cases the marriage 
of William Mowry was effectively contested. 
in the cases involving the estate of Addison 
Mowry, Squire Willey’s marriage certificate 
was declared to be a forgery by the defendants, 
and its history false. As the witnesses had not 
themselves signed the document, this position 
was hard to successfully assnil. 

Yesterday Messrs. J. P. and 8. A. Morrison 
and Sol Schoyer filed in the recorder’s office 
quit claim deeds in which all the plaintiffs in 
all the cases assign all claims to the defendants 
for the nominal consideration of Sl. What the 
consideration was the attorneys declined to tell. 
Before the week is over decrees will be entered 
in the cases dividing them in accordance with 
these deeds,

These widows, 
with their children, continued to live with their 
tribes after the deaths of their husbands 


During this time the sisters of the Mowry 


boys had married and had presented 
heirs to their husbands. The news of 
the death of their brothers reached 
them, linked with the first information of 


their marriages. The Warriages were believed 


to be untrue, and the two sisters being the next 
of kin, and believing themselves the only heirs, 
took possession of the dead brothers’ estate.

Yet his case, in spite of the fact that some people 
are rather glad than otherwise to see him in trouble 
is the cause of a good deal of commotion., The de- 
tall for the court-martial is made from the best 
names in the list of army officers and the work of 
the court will undoubtedly be thorough. It is ex- 
pected that some interesting facts will come to the 
surface regarding not only Gen. Swaim's methods, 
but those of others in high official position. Swaim 
is doubtless troubled a good deal about his case, so 
much so in fact that he got Congressman Calk- 
ins to go to the President and try 


to induce him to omit calling a court-martial. The 
effort, however, was quite unsuccessful, and in- 
stead of d the day of judgment by this 
operation be rather hurried it, for Calkins had 
secretly left the White House before the President 
set to work to name the court-martial, and he 
h agtrong one in doing so.

They are asking Congress to 
recognize their claims for services rendered during 
the war. About twenty-five or thirty of them are

A friend of Miss Dame tells 
the story in this way: The New Ham ire regi- 
ments had made a change of base and left her to 
pack medicines and come on in an ambulance the 
next day. Miss Dame got through her work, and as 
two soldiers were going to walk on that night. she 
joined them. It was dark and drizzly. They went 
on the railroad track, the army wagons going at the 
side. After walking ten miles, they came to a 
broken bridge. The men laid down and slept in 
their rubber blankets. Miss Dame leaned against a 
ph pole until dawn. Thenthey crossed the 
river in a boat and soon came to a deserted battle- 
field, where were some wounded and dead confed- 
erate soldiers. They lifted out the wounded men 
and put them under shelter. Miss Dame was the 
Samaritan who bound up their wounds and 
left them under the care of some one. That day she 
was taken prisoner near Centerville, and put in a 
rded tent. One of the Confederate soldiers put 
is head into the tent and said, ‘Well. sis, you came 
too far down in Dixie this time; didn't yous No,“ 
said she; ‘lam going to Richmond.’ Miss Dame was 
put to work in a Confederate hospital, and a kind 
surgeon <i her to escape and join her New 
Hampshire regiments.
